The apparatus of Group II processes a gene expression 
profile to result in a plurality of gene expression pattern with maximal separation among the 
gene expression pattern. The method of Group III utilizes wavelets to extract gene expression 
signature. Thus, Groups I, II, and III have different functions, different effects, and different 
modes of operation. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
